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The computer text file printout is deemed to be objectionable because it promotes and supports 
the exploitation of children and young persons for sexual purposes. 

The publication is a printout of a text file that has been circulated online. The text file is a story 
describing incestuous sexual conduct between 12- and 14-year-old brothers and their father. The 
sexual conduct is graphically described in a manner intended to titillate and sexually gratify the 
reader. 


The publication promotes the idea that sexual relationships between children and young people 
and adults, are appropriate and will be beneficial for them. It supports the idea children and 
young people, in particular boys, are sexually desirable and the sexual equivalent of experienced 
adult men, both physically and emotionally. It also supports the idea that children are the 
property of their parents or caregivers and can be used for their own sexual purposes. 






The classification of objectionable is a reasonable limitation on freedom of expression, given the 
purpose of s3(2)(a) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act), 
which is to protect children and young persons from sexual exploitation. The classification of the 
text file is consistent with Parliament's intention that publications falling under s3(2) of the FVPC 
Act are deemed to be objectionable. 
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
